Renilhlsccnbes' of 'tile Napo- 
leonic Dynasty. 

The Gaiuliii; Tables of HIo- 
iiiaco. . 

Kossuth's Declining Years. 



(Special Correspondence of The Colonist ) 

LoNUON, Jan. 188G. 
The anniversary of tho death of Napo- 
loon-III. has just boon connnomorated at 
Ohialehurst with the usual religious sor- 
vices, tho ex anipreaa, as is hor hubit, be- 
ing present on the occasion. That' lady 
has not sought to thrust her miafortunen 
urider""the' notice' of England, Though 
aw are that she in no small degree con 
tributed to precipitate the calamity which 
compels hor to spend tho evening of life 
in exile, there ia yet among Englishmen a 
genuine sympathy for lier miafortuiiea. 
To aay nothing of the career of her hus- 
band, 80 roniarkablo in its vioiesitudes of 
glory, grief and guilt, the death of her 
son In ciroumstaiicea aadly tragic, touched 
the hearts of tho people of England. It 
is-quite pusaible that had tho prince im- 
perial succeeded as he failed in Africa, ho 
niight perchance in some moment of 
weariness have been accepted by France. 
Hut his death destroyed the Napoleonic 
legend. It ia not likely that a second 
Thiers will ariao to write iinporialism 
again into popularity, Langfroy's book 
ia alowly leavening tho mind of Franco, 
and in England hia influence of tho work 
may be traced in tlio decidedly lower esti- 
mate of the exile of St. Helena that now 
prevails. ' Though In "A Short History 
of Napoleon the First," which Professor 
Seeloy has just published, Langfrey has 
not been slavishly followed, it must be 
admitted that the work of the Frenchman 
haa exercised considerable influence upon 
the English professor's estimate of tho 
great Coraican. 

TllK DF.ATU OF COUNr HI: tWLl.OL'X, 

which took place last week at Anjers, re 
calls a once prominent 6);ure in the polit- 
ical life of France, The departed states- 
man was a man of many accomplishments. 
Himaolf a minister of the French repub- 
lic, ho was one of the party which con- 
aeiitod that the anna of Franco should bo 
employed to crush the Roman republic, 
Not only did he sanction . that expedition 
by his vote, but in the tribune he was 
one oF'its most eloquent defonders. It 
was to Do Tocqiieville and Do Failoux 
that Mazzini nddro.ssed that aoilhiiig and 
eloquent letter in which tho republic was 
vindicated from those chargea of "an- 
archy, foreign faction, and terror" which 
De fooqueville and Do Failoux did not 
hesitato to hurl at the republicans. Had 
tho pair whom Mazzini attacked beluiigod 
to the mere ordinary herd of politicians, 
they would probably have escaped hia c.ia- 
ligation. But it was intolerable to Maz- 
zini that "men of study and calm phil- 
osophy" should have reproduced the conr- 
mon places of oaluinny which the preju- 
diced olaases in. France launched againbl 
the Iloqian patriots, ^hf^t letter of Maz- 
zini reifiains 

ot the polipy pursued in 1818-10 by French 
stateaqien, and shows how little philosophy 
sometimes avails to guide the (ionduct of 
those who profesH to be jts votaries. Thoro 
would appear to be a ropri)descence of the 
"Alouaoo scandal."

THE CANADIAN OUTLOOK. 

The Marquis of Lome and Mr. A. F. 
Pirie contribute papers to the Janu:\ry 
numl>er of the North Amerioan Ruvien'. 
The marquis commences his paper by re- 
ferring to the industrial and commercial 
depression. He says that bad or good 
tiinea are indopendcnt of theories of tax- 
ation; that thuy are experienced in Eng- 
land, France, Germany and Austria, as 
well as on tliu Ameriuan continent. In 
all these countries diOereat fiscal polidies 
prevail; yet.bad times are universal. All 
states east of the Rocky mountains, the 
marquis contends, are interested in trade 
unity, while those west of the llockiea 
should have trade unity with Australia 
and Asia. The inarrjuia refers with a 
feeling of pride to the swiftness with 
which the rebnllion in the Northwest was 
quelled by raw Canadian troops; the rap- 
idity of their movements, and their 
veteran like demeanor under fire. The 
opening of the illimitable resources of the 
Northwest has given scope and aim to 
Canadian energy and capital, and de- 
stroyed the last chance — if any ever ex- 
isted — of drawing the Dominion towards 
the American republic. As regards re- 
ciprocal trade, he denies that it is at all 
necessary to the prosperity of Canada. 
The colonists should bo the best markets 
of the mo?h»'r country, and the true solu- 
tion, in the ui irquia' opinion, of the com- 
mercial and political problems will be 
foum!. in imperial federation. In fifty 
years, continues the writer, Canada may 
stand alone, if she ohooaes, as an inde- 
pendent nation; but were she. to declare 
her independence now it would bo like 
cutting her own throat that she might 
breathe more freely. Canada, the mar- 
quis conoludos, is in leading strings. She 
is the architect of her own fortunes, the 
director of hor own destiny; and in future 
will, in all probability, prefer a closer 
alliance with the mother country to en- 
tiro separation. These are brave and 
sensible words, which are in direct con- 
flict with the opinions of Mr. Pirie, who 
declares that the forces of nature 
all work in the direction of uniting 
Canada with the rest of the 
continent, while politicians under- 
take to create a diisire for different rela- 
tions. Mr. Pirie says that Canada is to 
the United States what Scotland is to 
England, and must become united, nut 
from any land hankering of the neighbor 
ing republic, but because the few millions 
of this country would be greatly advant- 
aged by a union with the 75,000,000 or 
100,000,000 sprung from the same stock, 
having similar institutions, south of the 
border; that Canada at the present time 
is kept aloof by mere sentimental reasons, 
which are wholly at variaaoe with her 
material interests. Mr. Pirie pronounces 
imperial federation a dream; that it may 
have a fascination for a few, but tu the 
masses of the community it is void of any 
meaning. He declares that it would 
neither provide for nor create a single 
commercial necessity. What reai unior. 
oould there be between Canada and New 
Zealand? One might as well speak of a 
federal union between a railway train and 
a balloon. Nor could it create any attach- 
ment between the people of the two colo- 
nies. They would not be brouuht any 
nearer together; they would not be 
brought into any closer commercial rela- 
tionship. There would, in fact, be no 
real benefit to Canada. Mr. Pirie de- 
clares that in a conflict between Great 
Britain and Russia Canada would be a 
■onrce of weakness instead of strength; 
that dependence means danger, and unity 
with the rest of the contineut means se- 
curity. Mr. Pirie says that there are in 
Canada thousands of mercantile Ameri 
cans; that in the suppression of the lato 
rebellion an Amerioan officer, in the uni- 
form of hia regiment, played an import- 
ant part; that American paper currency 
oiroulates as freely as our own; that 
American fishermen fish in our waters; 
that the American government prevented 
their Indians oroaaiug the border and 
adding to our difficulties during the Kiel 
rebellion; that the two peoples are the 
same race, apeak the same language, kneel 
at the same altars, draw their jurispru- 
dence from the same fount, glory in the 
same traditions. And what, then, is more 
natural than they shonld be drawn com- 
mercially and politically into closer 
union. Mr. Pirie says that independence 
will be a middle path upon which rival 
■ectioua may meet when the time for 
union comes. English statesmen of the 
Bright school will applaud Mr. Pirie's 
sentiments; but statesmen on both sides 
of the Atlantic who hsve an abiding faith 
in the perpetuity of Great Britain as a 
dominant power will still maintain that 
in the drawing together in one fold of all 
the colonies lies the chief security to that 
end. _ 

TEB ENGLISH BAY LAND SALE. 

Yesterday the premier completely ex- 
ploded the absurd contention of the oppo- 
sition, that the English Bay lands recent- 
ly sold formed part of the naval reserve, 
and showed that in 1873 the leader of the 
opposition (who was then chief commia- 
■loner of lands and works) had declared 
that the naval roaervo compriaed 788 acres, 
while in reality there was only a pioposed 
naval reserve of 155 acres. The action of 
Mr. Beaven in seeking to convey the 
larger when the smaller area was the most 
that, under tho most favorable ciroura- 
atancoa, tlie naval authorities^could o'aim, 
is evidence of either tnunilicoiice or want 
of knowledge. The leader of tho opposi- 
tion would appear to belong to a class of 
people who are effusively generous with 
property that is not their own. In obe- 
dience to that sentiment, in 1873 he-wish- 
ed to present the Imperial government 
with 788 acres, when they had scarcely 
the shadow of a title to IBS acres. In the 
remarks of tho leader in the house yes- 
terday, the author of the hifalutin "lead- 
ers" inj;he Times, on the English Bay 
J lands sale, stands revealed. The writer 
who raised that patriotic clamor and shed 
many crocodile tears over that transaction 
and tho leader of the opposition are identi- 
cal. Now that hia inconsistency has been 
exposed, it is hoped that the house will 
punh OD with the work and waste ho' time 
<^ver the fruitless discussion. 

A SENSIBLE HtBUOUlAL. 

Tlie legislature of Washington territory 
have passed a memorial to the United 
:\States congress; praying for the'apprupri- 
fttion of $10,000 to aid in introducing 
new food fiihea to tho waters of Puget 
sound, The memorial sets forth that 
"the waters of Puget sound present con- 
ditions favorable' to the propagation of 



lobsters and varieties of oysters, and 
contain within the deep channels and 
fiords new and valuable varieties of food 
fishes which, although known to exist, 
have never been properly developed from 
want of funds and requisite knowledge 
and experience, which knowledge and ex- 
perience are possessed by the United 
States fish commission in a greater de- 
gree than by any private individuals in 
this territory .'■

Mr. }3eaven said tho report of the 
division on the amendment ti hia motion 
yesteraay?^ wiW:!; inade "to appear in Tin- 
Coiioniiit as though' the opposition had 
voted against their own motion. They 
h*d voted against the amondmeut to, and 
not the original. motion. 

BAinWAT EXTENSIONS. 

Mr. Beaveo moved that a reapoclful 
address be presented to his honor the 
lieutenant-governor, requestin(i him to 
cause to be sent down to this huuno, in 
printed form, copies of all orders iu coun- 
cil, correspondence, telegrams, agree- 
ments and communications between tho 
;goy«riiment i.pf j'Britiih Oolumbift;;or any 
.ot its 'tneiubers, and the Oanadiah Pacitic 
Railway Company, or any one on their 
behalf, reapccliog the proposed oxtensi.in 
of the railway from Port Moody to Coal 
Harbor and English Bay, together \\iih a 
copy of any grant of laud made to the 
above company, or to trustees in their 
behalf. 

Tho mover said ho had been informed 
that tho agrceraeiit made between tho 
govurnnieiu and tho Canadian Pacific 
railway differed very materially from that 
which appeared in tho sessional papers, 
an impression that made him more de- 
sirous for the said retuchs. . 

Hoa..Mr>.^§Doiith^ did.,nd^ecollect that 
a promise had been made that the perfect 
agreement should bo published. The 
government wii3, however, perfectly 
willing to furniali tlie fullest returiia. The 
reason they had not been already fully 
published wae bponuso tho agreement was 
not fully ratified when the sessional 
papers 'were;{)ul)liiil)«d| though practically 
there hatl been no change in the agree- 
ment. The question could bo thoroughly 
discussed when the papers were laid be- 
fore the house.

Mr. Drake wanted to know on a point 
of order whether discussion of the legality 

of an act paaaed last session waa allowed 
in speaking to a motion for the above re- 
turns. 

The speaker ruled that it was allowable 
as giving a member probably the only 
chance he might have of expressing his 
opinion on an act which bore on tho ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Grant did not think that anyone in 
the house could object to the govornmeiit'a 
etibrfa to add to ttie revenue, but it was 
ruquisitu that it should be done in a le- 
gitimate way. 

Mr. Dunamuir said he saw that the 
government had plenty of power to sell 
town or surburban lota. Tho opposition 
was down on tho government like a thous- 
and of bricks. They wanted the govern- 
ment to sell valuable land in blocks of IGO 
acres. Those who wore always crying 
about monopolies were ayitaling for tho 
government to create monopoly by selling 
ui such large blocks. Tho only word he 
could find for the spirit of opposition on 
the other side of the house was that they 
were "cantankerous." 

Mr. Galbraith said that all tho opposi- 
tion wanted waa timt tho guvornmont 
keep their actions within the law. That 
was what they were all in the house for. 
"We," said Mr. Galbraith, referring to 
his party, "are determined that, though 
small in numbers — though there ia notli- 
ing in that [laughter] — wo will see that tho 
law is observed." 

Mv. T. Davie said for tho last two daya 
tho opposition had been complaining that 
the government had been giving away too 
much, and yet now wore crying out be- 
cause valuable land was sold in lots instead 
of blocks of lliO acres. This wai u very 
inconsibtont state of things. The Hulo of 
tho land in lota gave [jorauna of small 
means an opportunity to make favorablo 
speculation, anii at the aauie time gave 
the government the power of enriching 
the public treaahry from tha enterprising 
condition of the public mind. The act of 
1884, sec. 31, gave the lioutenant-xi'vernor 
in cuiiooil power to sell ])ablio lands I tho 
statute aeemed to point out in any 
way at allj at the upset 
price of §2 50. 'The act >>f 1885 provided 
that notwithstanding section 31 act of 
1884 that lands could be sold in town or 
suburban lota payable in one full payment 
at time of aalo. The opposition aaw the 
opportunity tho government had of 
lightening ordinary ta.Viitioii by advan- 
tageously aelli ig a ijortioii of tho landa 
reserved at En'{lish Bay. But in an un- 
fair and unpati<ot:u vjay they tried to de- 
preciate the sale by denying its legality 
and announcing the lands the properly of 
the Dominion government. Tlie opposi- 
tion had w;)rked i^yaijisl t!io iijtereals of 



seiited to his honor the liontenaiit-fiivonior j the country they were supposed to repre- 



reciiieHtiug him to cnuse to be si^nt down to 
Ibis house copie.s of all oidtrs-iii-council 
and coijespoudenoo respeoling the hind at 
English Lay aud vicinity recently offered 
for sale at auction by the govuruuiout; also, 
a return showing the total aoroago sold, the 
acreage dedicated to highways or streets in | 
order to give access to lot.s sold; size of 
each lot disposed of; the price of oiieh; the 
amount paid thereon by the purchaser; the 
e.'ipouBo connected with the sale; the esti- 
mated cost of survey iug tho land into Mocks 
aud Iota; the distance from the water front 
of tho rear lots sold; the amount per acre 
the laud disposed of netted to the govern- 
ment. 

Mr. ISeavcii said he was afraid that tho 
government bad done an illegal uet ; that 
thej' had not only sold part of a reserve, 
but had sold land iu small lots or blocks. 
He had been informed also that the lands 
had not been surveyed .aa sold, which only 
complioated matters. If it had been sur- 
veyed into lots or blocks then tho ^'overn- 
ineut bad done again what was not re(iuirei'. 
and wliiit they bad no ))ower to do. The 
returiis he asked for, if given, -vonid fiir- 
uisli tho nouse with all necessary particu- 
lars. He had been informed that some of 
tho land had been sold at av acre, a 
very dill'erent fignre to the provincial secre- 
tary's viiluation of S500 an acre. 

Mr. Orr had always understood that the 
laud sold :formed part of a .naval reserve, 
aud if bis district was deprived of this, the 
one naval reserve on tho mainland 
it would leave Esquimalt the only naval 
station of British Columbia. [Hour, hoar.] 

JIun. Mr. Sioilhe said when tho leader of 
the opposition was C. C. of L. >t SV. in 
187;i ho made a return that was very mis- 
leudiiif;. Tho error was Ihiit tlierii was a 
reserve of 788 iioros for a uiivid reserve on 
Jinglish bay. The admiralty charts pub- 
lished BO late as ISS t did not contain men- 
tion of such a reserve, the ouly one being a 
proposed naval reserve of 155 acres sot 
apart by Sir James-Dtpuglss. -, Within the 
last few ilays action had be'eii taken by tho 
imperial governinent with' r'eference to a 
small portion of the land which the govern- 
ment had loft intact. Tho Dominion gov- 
ernment had been misled throngli their 
ogent hero as to the area. The original 
reserve showed an area of Ifjij iieres, not as 
a naval reserve but as a proposed naval re- 
servo. In 1880 Mr. Trutch wrote to Mr. 
Walkcm, then chief commissioner, for in- 
formation ns to this reserve, who iuslTucted 
the surveyor-general to euijuiro into the 
matter and make his report. In this it was 
shown that there was a general reserve of 
788 acres on English bay; that there were 
reserves askod for by Admiral Baynes — one 
for 55 acre.s on English bay, another of 1 70 
acres on the mill jn'operty, and similiu- re- 
serves on either side of Port ]\loody. The 
survej or-general stated that he had attached 
to his report a lithograph showing 
I he reserves. Tho two reserves at 
Port Muody wore marked on the inau ac- 
curately, while the reserve at Coal Uar. 
bor was not marked at all. Tho reserve 
at English Bay allowed a reserve of '788 
acres, all of wdiich the surveyor-general 
(lis he aftorwarda ex[)laliuid) not appreci- 
ating the import anco, had marked red, 
not intending to indieatf anything except 
that !t waa a reserve — not that it was a 
naval reserve. It waa reserved at the 
same time the Hiistinga mill property had 
been, which was afterwards sold to a pri- 
vate company in 18(i-l. There waa no 
evidence to ahow that the land at English 
Bay was ever made a reaervej no order iu 
council to show that it liad been made a 
naval or any other kind of a reaorve, In 
18lj2 Mr. Wood, a civil engineer, waa sent 
down to survey a reserve, and that was 
all tho evidence that there ever was a re- 
serve. Tins survey showed the large 
reserve of 788 uci-es and inside wiia shown 
a small area marked "naval reserve," 
plainly indicating the distinction. He 
did not think it had over boon contended 
that the Dominion government had any 
claim to this property under olauau 10 of 
tho B. N. A, act.

Mr. Grant said that in this particular 
instance tho government had evidently 
oxoepdud its poiyoi's, and nothing in tho 
act relating to sale of public lands last 
session warranted the sale of such small 
^areola as had been disposed of.

The motion waa carried. 

Mr. Allen moved that an order of this 
house bo granted for a return, in printed 
form, of copies of all correapondence be- 
tween the government, or any member 
therecjf, imd the Kootenay Transportation 
Co., with reference to the abandonment 
of any portion of the 750,000 acres of 
land. Seconded by Mr. Martin. 

Hon. Mr Sinithe said there seemed to 
bo a irreal misapprohenaion about tho 
abandonment of a portion of tho proposed 
grant. The act provides that there should 
first be a reserve placed on tho lands, and 
this reserve was to extend six miles back 
from tho Columbia river and Kootenay 
lake. One of the stipulations ivas . tho 
company should have tho land on Koot- 
enay hike aurvuyej. The time for tlie 
Completion of the survey on the Ccduiii- 
bia river did not expire until 1887, al- 
though he did not think they intended to 
take tho full quantity to which, by ful- 
fillini.' tho provisions, they would be en- 
titled, because they had made applica- 
tion that they be allowed grants of small 
areas of land along tho Columbia river, 
which application he had poaitivoly re- 
fused, [fclear, hear] Ho believed they 
had found out that the land was compara- 
tively valueless, and that it would iiot pay 
them to survey it. Of 250,000 acres 
which they might have got on tho Koot- 
enay lake they had chosen to take 43,000 
acres only. They had not got oven that 
yet, however, and would not until they 
had complied with all the provisions of 
iho act. [Hear, hear.] At the urgent re- 
quest of the miners, just as soon as the 
time limit on the Kootenay lake had ex- 
pired he had removed the reserve so that 
the landa not surveyed on tho lake w.ere 
just aa free to miners as they were before 
the ])assag6 of the Kootenay bill. ^Hear, 
hear.J 

Mr. Orr caltud attention to the fact 
that the Kootenay Transportation Com- 
pany had never commenced their thirty 
miles uf railway which tho act rei|uired 
they should tiniah within a year after the 
completion of tho Canadian Pacific rail- 
way. 

■ Mr. Somlin thought it would bo very 
much bettor for tho governinent to trans- 
fer the whole of tho 750,000 acrea to thp 
company and receive the laxea thereon. 
The company had entered into tho con- 
tract with their eyes opei) and had been 
assured that the latvd was not worth GO OOQ. 
dollars. One thing he regretted i That 
the attorney-general had mado such a 
statement at Clinton that tho time limit 
for tho company to acquire any more land 
under the act, had expired. 

Hon Mr. Davio would not have mado 
any further roferenoe to the statomont at- 
tributed to him did it not aeem that hia 
previoua explanation had been ignored. 
The time limit he waa charged with hav- 
ing made general when stating it had ex- 
pired should have been oonQned to tho 
Kootenay lake region. Be should have 
thought this explat.ation would bavo been 
satisfactory.

They were now oa thoir 
way dowu to Victoria, and though iu ordi- 
nary cases such information would be im- 
proper as liable to defeat the ends of justice 
Btill iu this case it could be made public. It 
was highly necessary that the mon should 
bo arreated; for not only was ho supposed 
to be a murderer but had been known to 
threaten the livcs of any who might try to 
arrest him. There was also this danger — 
that any whites iu tho outlaw's vicinity — 
prospectors, for instauyi — might bo sup- 
posed by him to entertain sinister motives 
against his libertj', aud consequently thoy 
were exposed to the risk of losing their 
lives. 

Mr. MoLeoso thought if the Indians woro 
promised the reward thoy would efToct tho 
capture without the assistance of the whites, 
whose appearance in the looality only 
served to warn the outlaw, who had two 
rilles and three or four pistols in hia pos- 
session. 

Hon. Mr. Davio thoughtthat if Kmia was 
to be captured it would huvo to bo with tho 
fnondly aid of the Indians. The Indian 
agent b.id been furnished with $tiUO, not as 
ti reward but for ex])euditure iu effecting 
tho man's arrest. Tlie agent,. Mr. .Meeson, 
bad bail 25 years' exjierieiice in tho country, 
though ho could not see that ho should bo 
expected to make a long auti arduous jour- 
ney at this season of the year.

Gloved by Mr. T. Davio, seconded by 
Uelgesen, That a oommitteo be 
appointed to eiiquiro the acreage and ox- 
tont of iiiiiniprovod land owned by pri- 
vate persona or corptnations in tho neigh- 
borhood uf Victoria and Esquimalt 
distrioti, the tenure of such lands, the 
amount of taxes collected thereon and 
from whom collected — aud to doviao and 
report to this Iiouao some method under 
which these landa may be taxed according 
to the values placed upon them by their 
owiiera, aucli committoo to consist of 
Mcasrs. Pooloy, Beaven, Helgesou and 
the mover, with power to send 'for per- 
sons, books and papers. 

The resolution carried. 

The honorable mover said that the reao- 
lution would commend itaulf to all mem- 
bers. There wero largo tracts of land ad- 
jacuiit to I ho city available for agricultu- 
ral purposes, which would likely remain 
idle for a long time to come. This acted 
agaiijst the prosperity of the district. Tho 
landa were mainly hold by corporations 
who wero able to allow theiu to remain 
unimproved until adjoining settlors made 
them valuable. This dog in tho-nianger 
policy waa wrong, and operated so ox- 
clusivoly against the raising of pruduco 
for the Victoria market that it now had 
to bo imported from the Sound and Fraaor 
river. When he had previously asked a 
similar question two years ago in this 
house, he had been told that tho lands 
wore mostly leased, and a high tax would 
operate hardly upon the loaaue. It 
would be wise, liowuver, to secure the in- 
formation aa to how much land waa leased 
and how much unimproved. The cor- 
poratioiia holding the land would not sell 
any of it except at a very high price, and 
even at that enhanced price did not want 
to dispoao cf it. Only a fow. acres hero 
and there could be had by many pilgrim- 
ages to the il. B. Co. or other corpora- 
tions. It was to obviate this unfortunate 
state ot things that ho btought in the reso- 
lution. 

iMr. Bcavon, though favoring tho reso- 
lution, thought it w(juld bo wise to place 
it in a diU'ereiit shape. 

Hon. ,Mr, Robson thought tho resolu- 
tion good and tho arguments adduced by 
the honorable mover excellent. Ho 
thought the price for taxation should not 
be named by the owners, aa it would be 
too low; and their sale value would be too 
high a figure at which to assoss thorn. 
The dssessors had last year tried to obtain 
the real asaessablo value of the land, and 
there was now a fairer approximate value 
than in previous years, lie thought tho 
duties uf the committee should bo to ob- 
tain tho real aale.ible value of the lands 
and assess them at a somewhat lower 
value. Ho believed with the honorable 
mover that the way in which the lands 
had been hold had acted injuriously 
againat the intorosts of Victoria, and that 
some mo.ms should be taken to remove 
obatructiniis to their sottloinent. 

Mr. Pooloy said the matter was one 
thai had roceived his attention since he 
had become a member of the house, and 
he waa glad to state that be had this year 
been instrumental in having the land in 
the Ea(iuiinalt district taxed on a fairly 
equal basis. Property that had previous- 
ly been l:\xed at t)M OU per acre waa now 
asseased at §150, and other previously 
taxed at $50 waa now assessed at §250. 
He did not agrue with that part of tho 
resolution which sought to inquire into 
tho private rights of owners of realty. 
This might be different with corporations, 
but certainly they should not endeavor to 
inquire into what waa a sacred right. He 
had no ohjectiiui to serving on the com- 
mittee if this houao so desired auch in- 
quiry to be mado. 

Mr. Grant thought t\\e reaoli)tion. if 
udoptod, migl^t bo aarriec| further than 
thia hov^ge v/unXd desire. A proper value 
could be arrived at by a conapetent aaaes- 
sor. 

Mr. Helgesen favored the resolution, 
and thought a committee woi^ld be a good 
means to discover ot what value the prop- 
erty should bo asaeased. 

Mr. G'dbraith thought the resolution 
should not paaa, aa tho house had no 
right to eiamino into ^l^e tenure of 
private lands, {t waa turning the house 
into an itesentbly of aaaeaaora inqteat) of 
legislators, and vfM talking away tijo 
duties of tho a'saeasoc^and fint^i^co n)iiiiH- 
tor. 

Mr. Drake thought the information do- 
sirud by the honorable mover of tho 
resolution might be gained by moviqij for 
a return of the taxes oq icAproye^ lands 
in tho district. The paa^ili^g of tho reso- 
lution naight ii^trodi^ce a bad principle 
;nto the houao, aa it was somevfhat on tho 
Bocialiatic order. As ro^ardg the exam- 
ination into the tenure of lands it was 
uoniething with which tliia house had 
nothing ^\-hatover to do. The returns he

Mr- John opposed the insertion Into 
tho roaolution of Victoria district.

The 
white people send ministers to teach us 
to read and write, but this man comes 
to. tell. lies. I don't him on the reserve. 
I: want you to tell the Government to 
order him away. If he keeps sending 
bad news it might lead to trouble." 
Ham says at the very outside this tribe 
could not muster over 350 hghtin^ 
men, while 300 would prooably be 
nearer the mark.
